REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 





—— 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish’ brus 
and woods fires is glad to report a good year of forest protec- 
tion in 1948. In spite of danger conditions nearly equalling at 
times those of 1947 when great losses were suffered in New 
Hampshire and New England, fire damage and loss this year 
have been gratifyingly low. 


With the continuing cooperation of all the peovle, we can 
hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let us remember 
that in any year, over 99 per cent of all tires are caused by care- 
lessness and that all of these man-caused fires are preveniable. 


Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for 
many years in the past. Smokers, campers and tourists who 
use our outdoors are also more numerous than ever before. 
We must therefore be ready for. fires which might o7zcur but, 
above all, prevention by everyone is the greaiest need. 


A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will hel», 
as follows: 


(1) Always get a written permit from the wacden befcre 
kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not covered 
with snow. ; 


(2) If you smoke, always extinguish ma'ches and tobacco 
before dropping or throwing them down. In auiomo- 
biles, always use the ash trays. 


(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without delay. 
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The observance of these and other simple rules will go 
far to insure safety from fire damage and your cooperation in 
this way is earnestly solicited.

The prospect for the next 
years is that more housing space will become necessary. | 
believe that we should keep alert to the trend towards largei 
school control units through the cooperative school district 
pattern which is receiving an increasingly favorable attention 
in our state. 


The report from the State Supervisor of federally-aided 
school lunch programs brings high praise for your program 
as conducted by Mrs. Haight.
